MEIER stated that these 12 unconventional aircrat't displayed great maneuver- 
ability, excessive high speeds and the same characteristics as the two objects 
reported earlier on that date. 


At approximately 1523 hours on 1 July 1952, Agent de BAUN contacted Mr. 
KILPATRICK and reported this latest incident. Mr. KILPATRICK questioned the reported 


altitude and requested agent de BAUN to verify the information with Mr. MUIEFR, He 
further requested Agent de BAUN to contact Col. PIPER. 


Agent de BAUN recontacted MEIER and was reassured ay. tin that the estimated 
altitude of these unconventional aircraft was from 0 to 50 thousand yards, Agent 
de BAUN then contacted Col. PIPER and was advised by him that the Air Force would 
immediately investigate the reported presence of these unconventional aircraft in 
the vicinity of Fort Monmouth, 


AGENT's NOTE: During the period covered by this report, the weather was clear, 
visibility excellent, with an exceedingly high ceiling with few visible clouds. 
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
